The ‘Endless Chain’’ in Printing Cost 


HE demand of the Typographical Union 

No. 6 in New York for an increase in 

compositors’ wages from $36 for a 48 
hour week to $50 for a 44 hour week, that is, 
from 75c. an hour to $1.13 or 50%, is a serious 
menace to the publishing trade, in books and 
veriodicals. This advance is demanded for 
October 1, a vear from the previous raise from 
$30.00 to $36.00 for the 48 hour week and is 
expected to result in a strike at that time 
unless the master printers submit to the new 
scale, Or a compromise or arbitration is mean- 
while arranged. This will mean a new link 
forged in the “endless chain,’ in the phrase 
ot the chief of one of the railroad brother- 


hoods which causes all alternative links of 
increase in wages and in prices. As prices 
depend ultimately on labor costs, doubled 


wages mean approximately double prices and 
the workman as producer earning $8 a day 
is no better off than when he earned $4 a 
day and got the same amount of clothing, 
other necessaries of life for his 
iay's work. But with the high cost of liv- 
ing the producer naturally struggles from 
paying in his special field to enable him to 
come out even, without regard to the effect 
of convertible economic law which has today 
put us on two stilts, one leg of wages, the 
other leg of prices, from which it is indeed 
difficult to get down to the ordinary level. 
Unfortunately, a tendency of the high wages. 
with higher overtime, is that the workman 
is so much “easier” for the time being that he 
is apt to be less diligent in work, so that pro- 
duction is actually diminished. And what 
this means for a nation has been pointed out 
only too clearly by Lloyd George in his re- 
cent candid and daring appeal as to condi- 
tions in Great Britain, which are too closely 
parallel in this and in other countries. 

There are three steps in the distribution 
Ot the increased costs that accrue to 


food and 
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printing matter: When the printing wages 
change, the workman, thru his Typo- 
graphical Union, puts this cost up to the mas- 
ter printer; the master printer faces the prob- 
lem by distributing this on new bids and pass- 
ing it to those who have regular contracts 
with him; the user of printing, in our trade 
the publisher, has to find the best way pos- 
sible to get this increased cost to the public. 
The recent increases in book prices are only 
the final step in distributing costs that were 
placed in the printing shop last November, ana 
the publisher must now look forward 
to facing these new demands this fall. 
That such demands were to be pre- 
sented were known two or three months ago 
in the trade and commented on in these col- 
umns. But the time is drawing closer, and 
it is time for the publisher to be consulting 
with the master printer as to the conditions 
that are to be faced. 


It is perhaps difficult for anyone in the book- 
trade to be responsive to the printers in their 
demands. Booksellers and publishers are folks 
that are closely thrown in with teachers, who 
are endeavoring to raise their salaries from 
$600-$800 up to $1000, professors endeavor- 
ing to get up from $1200-$1500 on to $1800, 
ministers seeking to bring the average salary 
of the country up to $1200, or perhaps with 
retail book salesmen working their way up 
from $25 to $30 a week. In such an at- 
mosphere it is very difficult to feel the biting 
problems of a printer, whose present wage is 
about $1900 at the minimum, to which he is 
likely to add a couple of hundred more for 
overtime in these busy days. The printers 
would retort “unionize and get what we get;” 
but even if this were possible thruout the 
profession it would only add to the difficulty 
'\ Jevying increased demands upon the public 
who eventually cover salary costs. 

The demand now is for a wage of $2,600, 


with a decrease of 10% in hours. This in- 
crease of 50% in wage cost is likely to 
affect total printing costs by 40% if not 
more. That this situation is serious for 
the book world needs no _ demonstra- 
tion. Increases in wage demands may come 


about from different reasons. When there is 
an unequal division of profits and risks in 
business. labor rightly demands a fairer divi- 
sion. and so there is a tendency towards such 
equalization, and profit sharing or other meth- 
worked out. There is per- 


ods are being 
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haps, however, little claim by the workman 
that the owner of the shop is getting more 
than his share. It is a more frequent occur- 
rence that the workman prefers to stay on the 
wage end of the business at the present rates 
of income. Or, again, wage increase is de- 
manded because the total year’s income bears 
no proper relation to other incomes of similar 
character in the country. While this argu- 
ment may well be used by the teachers, as 
is shown in the figures above, it can hardly 
be said to hold true in the printing field. The 
cost of living has gone up most rapidly 
and, in the vicious circle of raising wages 
to meet prices and prices because of wages, 
those who have the strongest grip on the 
public’s purse will come out to the best ad- 
vantage. This is the simple and selfish fact. 
It is on this basis that the printer makes his 
appeal now for a $2,600 (about $1.15 per 
hour) basis. He points with emphasis to the 
long items of “Printers Wanted” in the daily 
papers and says “We are in demand and the 
public is ready to acknowledge it.” But pay 
increases, demanded because the public is 
helpless, is not a popular argument today; it 
is the same argument that is putting the un- 
popular label of “profiteer” on many dealers 
in other commodities beside labor. It is the 
old capitalist cry of “the public be damned” 
(which is a reporter’s version of a less offen- 
sive utterance), the bad example followed by 
one later leader in the equally bad cry of “the 
public is the carcass and we are the vultures.” 
Both are as unwise in word as they are un- 
American in spirit. 


The war took away many young men who 
would naturally have been trained for the 
printing profession. There is a scarcity of this 
labor, and at present there are tremendous 
demands for printing, these are reasons for 
the scarcity of printers. The greatest demand 
comes from commercial sources, as new cata- 
logs must be made, new advertising campaigns 
launched, and as these must be done in a 
hurry, or else lose their value, and as the 
cost can be readily passed to the consumer, 
there is less need to watch expenses. Next 
year’s printing costs in this field will take care 
of themselves, or other forms of publishing 
the product may be found. The book and 
periodical publishers are not, however, in that 
situation. The periodical publisher is prac- 
tically under. contract with his subscribers un- 
til the end of their subscription and he cannot 
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raise subscription prices much if any beyond 
the present high level without danger of les- 
sening his subscription list and further jp. 
creasing his cost per copy by having to divide 
increased costs among lessened circulatioy. 
His endeavor is naturally to carry his 
creased costs by the income from advertising 
now surging to new high levels, but here he 
again meets his limitations. The book pu! 
lisher has quite as much difficulty in passing 
on increased costs to the consumer. Th, 
public is all too conscious of book prices, 
Publishers are further embarrassed by the fact 
that many books must be manufactured jn 
quantities that will last from two to five years, 
and if a 40% printing cost increase is met 
now, and decreases should come later, ther 
will be much stock on hand at too high a 
Of all the users of printed matter the 
publisher faces the most serious problem. 
As for the bookseller, he can only look with 
awe on $2,600 salaries, with possible overtime 
of 10% more, and gasp at the figure. Prob- 
ably there are not one hundred people in the 
trade that get this amount, tho they may have 
spent twenty years learning the trade and 
consider themselves worthy of the public’ 
support. The like is true as to editorial and 
business salaries in a publishing office, where 
the average earnings are below the presen! 


cost. 


scale for those who do typographical work. 


The President’s appeal states the question 
clearly and effectively. The problems in the 
printing industries are similar to those in th 
railway systems and indeed thruout the com 
munity. It is indeed unfortunate that just 
as the government and the public are endeav- 
oring to get prices reduced there should come 
new demands where wages are already hig). 
We have been saved panic, during 
years of stress by the admirable reorganiza 
tion of our banking system, and panic is even 
more disastrous to wage earners than to the 
banks. But a break must come somewhere 
and the greater the inflation of prices an‘ 
wages, the more serious and disastrous w'!! 
the break be. We can’t always walk above 
solid ground on stilts. That increased prices 
lessen demand is shown in recent trolley ex 
perience in Massachusetts where a raise 0! 
20% in fares is said to have resulted in only 
1% increase in revenue. In another trolley 
system in the same state, where the company 
had’ raised prices by shortening the one-fare 
limit a strike for higher wages entirely threw 
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che road out of business, and communication 
‘hruout an entire county was disastrously 
checked, and not a wheel has turned for 
ks because the road could not earn or 
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snd the money to pay the demanded wage. 
in New York state itself the increased fares 
vhich must come are pretty sure to lessen 
business and facilities. Here again is “the 
endless chain,” thé vicious circle. 

The problem can be a matter only of care- 
ful consideration on the part of the printers 
of the actual present and future conditions 
of the printing and publishing trades and the 
moderated action which those conditions sug- 
cest. It must be accepted as a fundamental 
fact that the workman is entitled to main- 
tain and better his standard of living and to 
obtain a larger share of product when there 
is a surplus between costs and prices to be 
shared. In the present condition of printing 
and publishing there is in most cases an inade- 
quate margin of profit and the master printer 
and publisher are getting less rather than 
more than the labor, investment, risk and skill 
warrant. It is becoming too common a joke 
that the printer now-a-days invites his em- 
ployer to ride home with him in the car the 
master printer has been forced to sell. The 
cards should be laid on the table, face up and 
“Big 6,” always a leader in trade unionism, 
should have a heart to heart talk with the 
employing printer and the employer, the pub- 
lisher, in so vital a question effecting seriously 
and permanently the interest of all who have 
to do with making and selling print. 


“The Welfare of the Bookstore”’ 


HE article by W. H. Arnold in the 

August Atlantic has aroused so much 

comment on the state of bookselling that 
comments on conditions abroad are interesting 
and throw light on our situation. 

In a letter to the London Publishers’ Cir- 
cular of July 26th, H. Horner Mayne, a Bel- 
fast bookseller, writes as follows on condi- 
tions as he sees them: 

“During the last thirty years in my own city, 
I have seen four bookselling establishments 
lorced to close in utter and hopeless ruin. 
Three others dropped bookselling and con- 
tinued in business successfully. What became 
of their custom? So far as I could ever 
learn the greater part of it simply disap- 
Peared with them. By the display in their 





oe windows, on their counters, and by 
their personal efforts, a very considerable de- 
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mand for books was created; but when these 
were removed, the demand, to an enormous 
extent, ceased and the publishers’ representa- 
tives had just so much less business to book 
up when they came round. 

“Is there a moral for publishers and authors 
from this glance at the history of bookselling 
in a particular city? Is it an isolated page? 

“The men at the head of these establish- 
ments were not all duffers; they were keen to 
get business. They did not spare themselves: 
they worked hard, early and late. In fact, 
[ feel sure that in almost any business yield- 
ing reasonable profits they would have made 
good. 

“At present booksellers are asking the pub- 
lishers to look into the question of trade 
terms; not merely in a selfish spirit, but with 
the desire to lift the Guild of Book Distribu- 
tors to a position in keeping with the mar- 
velous heritage with which it is privileged to 
be associated. Improved trade terms are 
asked, not for this end alone, but with the 
view of extending output, improving existing 
premises, removal to a more prominent thoro- 
fare, or by opening additional premises. To 
meet the changed conditions of conducting 
business since 1899, when the net published 
price was instituted, more liberal terms are 
necessary. Terms that will cover expenses, 
which have advanced in every bitter detail, 
enable adequate wages to be paid to retain 
the services of trained salesmen and women, 
and attract well-educated youths and girls to 
the profession. 

“Would not all connected with book distri- 
bution benefit if authors, publishers and book- 
sellers recognized that their interests are one? 
Surely it is in this way that a greater public 
can be found and served. If unity existed, 
is it fanciful to picture a joint effort, not 
merely for a campaign to capture the public 
for ‘A Book Fortnight,’ but for an equally 
successful ‘Book Century’ ?” 


A Great Private Library 


With the conclusion, on July 12th, at Messrs. 
Sotheby’s of the sale of the eighth portion of 
the library formed chiefly during the third 
quarter of the last century by the late Mr. 
Henry Huth, the auction total of £262,869 has 
been reached. To this must be added the sum, 
believed to have been about £20,000 paid priv- 
ately for the fine series of Shakespeare quar- 
tos and other editions now at Yale University. 
This would bring the net result of the sale 
of the library to close on £300,000,’ or nearly 
three times higher than any previous total 
reached for a library in England. 
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Catching the Book-Buyer with 
Anecdotes from History 


Much of the success of several recent cam- 
paigns of standard set advertising has de- 
pended on two elements—on the value of a 
picture for catching attention and telling a 
story quickly and effectively, and on the Amer- 
ican appetite for information of an historical 
or scientific character. 

An interesting example of how the experi- 
ments were carried on in this field is given 
by Bruce Barton in Printers’ Ink. 

“Some years ago I was assistant general 
sales manager of a company which does the 
largest subscription book business in the 
United States. We operated thirty-two 
branches in the principal cities and employed 
several hundred salesmen who in artistic 
temperament and sensitiveness surpass any 
group of authors or artists that I have ever 
known. They had to have individual atten- 
tion of a very special sort; and most of all, 
to keep them happy, they had to have pros- 
pects produced from magazine advertising. 
As our books were chiefly standard works 
which could be purchased in the department 
stores at prices considerably lower than ours, 
it was not an easy task to awaken in maga- 
zine readers a sufficient interest to produce 
the number of leads we needed at a price 
that we could afford to pay. 

“Among the other items in its list the com- 
pany owned the right to publish and market 
a library of fifty volumes designed to give 
the average man the real masterpieces in auto- 
biography, history, drama, poetry, philosophy, 
science, etc. The set started with a brisk 
sale, but after it ceased to be a novelty to 
the public and the salesmen, its sales declined. 
Salesmen wrote in that it was a ‘dead-letter’ 
and advised discontinuing it; and for some 
time the question of how to awaken new in- 
terest in it was one of our principal problems. 

“Manifestly it ought not to be dropped. 
It was a specialty, one of the few sets which 
could be bought nowhere except from us. 
Moreover it was a thoroly meritorious work 
which satisfied the people who bought it and 
on which collections were very easy. The 
new sales manager saw its advantages at once 
and set to work to put its sales up where they 
belonged. He believed that it would justify 
advertising and would respond to the proper 
kind of a campaign; but the difficulty was to 
get copy that would produce leads.at a low 
enough cost. We tried a number of different 
appeals, using space that varied from quarter 
pages to full pages. We sought to stir men’s 
interest in self-improvement; we appealed to 
theit pride in their children and in their 
homies; and all of these appeals produced 
some result, tho not at a satisfactory cost. 

“Then one day we had an inspiration. A 
certain weekly in which we had scheduled a 
quarter page advertisement was about to 
close and no copy for it was ready. The job 
was turned over to me. I got out the books 
and looking thru them ran across a picture 
that struck me as interesting. I sent it over 
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to the engravers for a half-tone, and under 


it wrote copy that ran something like thi:: 

THIS IS MARIE ANTOINETTE RIDING TO HER p 

pO YOU KNOW HER TRAGIC STORY? 

IT IS ONE OF THE GREAT DRAMATIC STORIES 
TORY. 

IN ALL THE BOOKS THAT HAVE BEEN WRITTEN 1} 
ARE ONLY A FEW REALLY GREAT TRAGEDIES; A FEW | 
SAYS; A FEW POEMS, AND WORKS OF SCIENCE THAT 4 
REALLY WORTH KNOWING, 

THESE HAVE BEEN GATHERED INTO ONE LIBRARY, 


“We put that piece of copy out without 
thinking much about it, and to our surpris: 
it pulled inquiries in numbers that were start- 
ling. We took another historical picture out 
of the set and tried the same formula again: 
and it worked almost as well. As a result w: 
adopted a wholly new type of copy on our 
books, and some of the advertisements which 
we produced in those days have come down 
even to the present.” 


An Appeal for Membership 


Women’s National Book 
Makes New Plans for Fall 


The membership committee of the Women's 
National Book Association has issued a new 
statement of the association’s purpose and a| 
peals for membership among women who ar 
connected in any way with the book business. 

“The Women’s National Book Association, 
so far as we know, is the only organization 
in the world which co-ordinates all the 
lated aspects of the book-trade. The book 
seller should not be isolated from al! 
instrumentalities in the great arterial circu- 
lating of thought, and an organization which 
includes writers, editors, women in the print 
ing trade and in the publishing houses, ad 
vertising women, booksellers and librarians 
could make of itself a wide and potent infl 
ence. 

“To make the association a source of vital 
ity, knowledge, and vision to all women con- 
nected with the book-trade we must align 
with us every woman in the country who has 
anything to do with the making and tl 
distribution of books. 

“Altho only a year and a half old the asso 
ciation has a large membership, and is r 
garded thruout the book-trade as one of the 
powerful factors at work to bring books int 
their full significance in life. 

“The program, each year, consists of tw 
dinners—to increase our friendship amon: 
ourselves—and six meetings of discussion 2! 
which we have had especially able speaker 
on such subjects as advertising, book sell- 
ing by mail, how to increase Christmas sales 
business opportunities for women, salesma: 
ship, and window decorating. To make the 
association a real and not merely a theoret 
ical asset to out-of-New York members, 
stenographic records ate kept of the speeches. 
and reports sent to members out of town. 
Membership in the association entitles th 
holder to tickets to both dinners, and all 
literature issued by the association.

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WHAT ABOUT FICTION? ' 
Contradictory Evidence as to its Present Place in Literature 


This has been heralded as a fiction year of 
Even in the dark days of the war, 
c souls were wont to look ahead and 
oredict that with the coming of peace there 
would be a reaction toward new and better 
works of fiction; and now with conditions 
cradually settling down to normal, men in the 
book-trade have quite generally come to look 
upon these early predictions as true statements 
of fact. Everywhere one hears it said that 
never before has there been such a good mar- 
ket for fiction; never has there been better 
material for the novelist to draw upon and 
never have editors paid better sums for sto- 
ries. The spring offerings of the publishing 
houses contained a goodly number of fiction 
titles, and the fall announcement lists show 
no coming dearth in the supply of this brand 
of literature—yet in the face of such indis- 
putable facts there appears in the current 
number of Harper’s Magazine a rather amaz- 
ing article entitled “The Case of Fiction” in 
which the anonymous author, a writer by pro- 
fession, states that something is wrong with 
fiction since it no longer fills the bill. And he 
adds that other writers have come to the 
same opinion. If such a contradictory view- 
point reflects in any way the real state of 
affairs, it is well to study it a bit carefully 
and become better acquainted with the steps 
which led to its adoption. Are we inclined 
to agree with it? 

_In asserting that something is wrong with 
hetion the writer states that he holds the view 
despite the publishers’ reiteration that fiction 
has never had so successful a season. 

Quoting him “ . . . if you who read have 
lost interest, we who write are in a much 
sadder plight. For we can no longer beguile 
you, because we ourselves are no _ longer 
beguiled. 

“I have talked with too many writers on 
this point to feel that I am alone. It has 
come, indeed, to be the almost invariable topic 
01 conversation wherever writers are gathered 
together, the fact that they can neither write 
fiction, nor read it amy more. Or if one does 
read, it is with am increasing sense of some- 
thing wanting, of some craving, some expecta- 
tion unsatisfied. 

“And why, then, has fiction, as fiction. so 
completely lost its charm? I read the reviews 
of late novels, and realize that here and there 
| am missing much—but not enough. Even 
reviews Of what I have written myself fill me 
tions a detached kind of astonishment. Do 
3 ey really see that in it, I ask myself. Are 

ley as interested as they seem? And then I 
jean that book-reviewers must read 
ooks, that they are paid to be interested— 
we I am deeply, fraternally sorry for them. 
saa a are ancurably hopeful souls, and 
ther y daily that fiction will soon arrive, 
al "a4 rs will soon regain their perspective 
which a ¢ to. make use of the great things 

ave been happening in the world. And 


note. 
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they can be optimistic, since they have only to 
report and hail the revival when it comes; 
but we, who have both to seek out the cause 
of the decline, and produce, from somewhere 
within ourselves, the new impulse which is to 
effect the renaissance—we are not so ready to 
prophesy. 

“The war is no more to blame for the 
present condition than it is to blame for the 
social chaos, the political overturn. In both 
cases it has but hastened the inevitable revolt. 
For long before the war we knew that the art 
of writing fiction was at the ebb. We had 
reached the end of an era, a new era 
was at hand. All the other arts had begun 
the revolt, had foreseen and begun to express 
the change. Fiction alone was the laggard, 
the conservative, the reactionary among the 
arts. Fiction concerned itself with other re- 
volts, but did not itself revolt. i 

“We struggle grotesquely within the old in- 
tangible forms. And so fierce is the desire, 
so strong and imperative the urge to break 
those bonds, to say straight what one has to 
say, that I am perfectly sure if I attempted a 
novel to-day, it would begin something like 
this: ‘Hi, Public! Here is a novel! The 
theme is thus and so. The effect I wish to 
produce upon your mind is this! The char- 
acters are so and so—just enough to work out 
the plot. And here, briefly, is the plot.’ 

“There was the time when all novels began 
the same: ‘On a certain night in November, 
1i8—, while the storm shook the windows of 
the little house at No. — Blank Street, Lon- 
don, a child was born.’ Later on, swept by 
a sentimental wave they all began, “They met 
on a morning in May.’ And then the matri- 
monial novel appeared: ‘They had been mar- 
ried a week.’ And a little later all novels 
began, ‘And so they were divorced.’ And af- 
ter that, ‘And so he went to war.’ And still 
later, ‘He had just come home from the war.’ 
And now all our books are beginning, ‘He had 
been dead an hour.’ . . The circle is com- 
plete. Shall we find a new point of departure 
—or begin the round again? 

“There is one thing, just here, which I must 
say in justice to ourselves. One thing which 
deters us from experiment, much as we know 
its need. It is an oppressive sense of responsi- 
bility which rests upon those who write these 
days. For never, I believe, has a generation 
so consciously felt itself a part of history. We 
knowingly move in the great era—in the 
climatic epoch of civilization upon this earth. 
We feel the eyes of future generations upon 
us: we feel their fingers thumbing our books. 

“All this increases our already strong sense 
of responsibility, our self-consciousness, our 
feeling of inadequacy. For, after all, it is not 
because we no longer care for fiction that we 
cannot write, but because we do care; because 
we believe in it as a contribution to life, and 
are unwilling to give it less than it deserves 
at our hands.”

Do You Deliver ? 


A good reader said to his bookseller the 
other day, “I wish I could have gotten down 
to your store last Saturday as I needed two 
or three books for over the week-end.” 

“But,” said the bookseller, “why didn’t you 
telephone so that we could have sent them out 
to your house. We could have had them out 
to you promptly.” 

“Why, I didn’t know you delivered pack- 
ages, I have always carried mine with me.” 

The bookseller did a little fhinking about 
that remark and began to wonder how many 
of his good customers thought that he had no 
delivery service, merely because he did not 
have lettered cars traveling the streets. He 
tried out a little advertising in the papers on 
that subject, emphasizing the delight of having 
the right book for week-end or stormy night 
reading and making a point of always deliver- 
ing as promised and when promised. He saw 
that while it cost ten or fifteen cents to de- 
liver the package as against no expense when 
handed to the customer, it was quite evident 
that it brought in sales which otherwise would 
not have been made at all and it kept up a 
contact with the constant readers that was 
invaluable as a store asset. 





A 12% Wage Scale 


An unusual example of retail copy is a re- 
cent advertisement of the Liggett Stores, 
which reads as follows: 

Over Twelve Cents of every dollar we take 
in is paid out to our employces in salaries. 
This is a higher wage percentage than usually 
prevails in retail organizations, but gives us a 
higher type of salespeople, rendering more ef- 
ficient and intelligent service to our custom- 
ers. 

While this statement does not give all the 
facts needed to judge of the rate of wage 
actually received by the salesman, it shows a 
commendable attitude in emphasizing the im- 
portance of the satisfied employee. 

It is not quite clear whether the 12 cents 
covers salespeople alone or salespeople plus 
management, office help and stock workers. 
If it means salespeople alone, it is a high 
scale according to the usual possibilities of 
selling margins, and if it includes both, the 
figure would be about the average. 

Stores that do not carry charge accounts 
or make deliveries have a larger available 
margin for the salesman, tho at the same 
time there is usually a much smaller unit of 
scale on which the totals are built. 

With the increasing pressure for more wage 
return the retail manager must face the prob- 
lem of the salesman’s percentage resolutely. 
One of the chief arguments for increased 
discounts in the bookstore was the increased 
salaries that were needed. The judicious man- 
ager will make sure that some of this new 
margin goes in that direction.

The vol- 
ume which has caused Leary’s thus to overturn 
tradition is Christopher Morley’s “The Haunt- 
ed Book-Shop.” And all because in the story 
Roger Mifflin, the hero, spends his spare time 
by dropping in at Leary’s and says that “i 
would be as impossible for any bibliophile to 
pass this famous second-hand bookstore as 
for a woman to go by a wedding party with 
out trying to see the bride.” 

According to reports, Leary’s has no reason 
from the purely practical side to regret this 
experiment with a brand new book. 


Individual Enthusiasm 

Miss Black of the Atlantic Monthly Press 
tells of an interesting experience the com- 
pany has just had in connection with the 
rapidly expanding sale for “An American 
Idyll, the Life of Carleton H. Parker.” Mr. 
James Crowder, who represents the Press in 
the Middle West, asked that a copy of the 
book be mailed to a certain salesman 
Kroch’s Michigan Avenue bookstore in Chi 
cago, who would find in it the kind of thing 
he was enthusiastic about.

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A MORE OPTIMISTIC VIEW 
The Dean of New York Retail Booksellers Replies to the “Atlantic” Article 


Editor, PuspLisHers’ WEEKLY: 

After more than sixty years’ experience as 
boy and man in the book-trade, I am led to 
ofter a few reflections aroused by an edito- 
rial on the “Booklovers Shop” provoked by 
my friend Arnold's article in the Atentéc 
recently which I have ‘read with much inter- 
est. While conditions have undoubtedly 
changed in the past 40 or 50 years, it is 
gratifying to feel that the term “doomed” 
need not be applied to the business of books. 
In at least one phase of the business there 
certainly are evidences of a diminishing 
activity. 1 refer to the so-called jobber in 
books. Fifty years ago there were, thruout 
the land, from fifty to one hundred concerns 
where books were purchased in large num- 
bers and distributed to the smaller booksell- 
ers, piecemeal as it were. To-day the real 
jobbers of books in the land could be count- 
ed on the fingers of one hand, omitting the 
thumb. Chicago has one, New York has 
one and a half—the latter handling practically 
only current, popular fiction in a large way 
—and to make up the other fingers would 
require some searching. 

The reason for this disappearing jobber, 
however, is easily explained. There is no 
merchandise of reasonably popular use carry- 
ing with it so small a percentage of profit 
between jobber and retailer as that of books: 
especially so when the element of risk inci- 
dent to non-salable books is taken into ac- 
count. It is only by doing a very large busi- 
ness that the three or four existing concerns 
manage to secure moderate net returns for 
the considerable investment, risk, and intelli- 
gent service required. When the predeces- 
sors of one of these houses had reached the 
yearly sale of $300,000 in its publishing, 
wholesale stationery and book business we 
thought the limit had been reached. To-day 
the concern does a business in books alone 
of over two millions of dollars. The same 
is doubtless true of the Chicago house, which 
does besides a large and growing retail busi- 
ness. I could name another concern—with 
two “shops”—doing a business, mainly retail, 
of upwards of a million dollars. Now in the 
“good old days” such outputs were unheard 
of, 

We all wish that our trade was larger, 
but “doom,” happily, is not the word to write 
over the front door. 

There are several reasons for a possible 
diminution of individual purchases of books. 

First the public library—the largest single 
buyer of bound books. Last year the cir- 
culation in the main library and branches and 
the public school libraries in greater New 
York was upwards of twenty millions of vol- 
umes, with a very large use, on the premises, 
so to speak. Nor does this do away with in- 
dividual ownership. 

It is held by many libraries and booksellers 


that the free use of their “wares” leads to 


very considerable personal acquirement 
good books, once the reading habit js a: 
tained. 

I believe this will prove to be the case jy 
connection with the dissemination of the mij- 
lions of books gathered and set in motion jy 
soldier camps during the recent world war 
Thousands of men who never before were 
readers—especially of thoughtful books— 
found “refreshment” and interest in a field 
entirely new to them, and I believe it will be 
perpetuated when they are adjusted to their 
new civil life. Imagine the civic effect which 
would result if some of the many millions 
spent in booze, the use of which was denied 
to the soldier, should be spent in books whos. 
use was encouraged by Uncle Sam. 

Mr. Arnold suggests that the refusal 
publishers to permit “returns” has _ been 
cause of undoing. I confess that I do not 
recall any extensive relief being granted 
that respect “before or after the war.” It 
may have been so earlier than the sixties—l 
only go back part of the way. 

Cheer up, brothers. There are a doze 
bookstores on Fourth Avenue now, between 
8th and 14th Streets, and a would-be nev 
comer cannot find a site for another. Ther 
are five on one block on 590th Street, and an- 
other new one just around the corner. 

Let fewer books and better be published, 
and both publisher and bookseller may find 
mitigations.

Our suggestion is for the publishers to omit 
all printed prices on books.

“\rrow of Gold” for a customer to see, this 
being in a lot of other books. Then the 
telephone message came “I notice you have a 
stamp of $1.75 on the back, while the book 
has the price of $1.50 in two places on the 
inside.” 

Now, where are we? And, of course, “Ar- 
row of Gold” is not the only one! 

Of course, there is no way that we could 
convince that customer that the publisher 
did it.

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Copyright Notes 


The following letter on the status of Aus- 
tralian authors in regard to United States’ 
copyright laws appeared recently in the Syd- 
ney Morning Herald: 

Sir.—Will you favor me with space in your 
columns to bring under notice of the public 
the injustice Australian authors suffer by rea- 
son of the manufacturing clause in the Unit- 
ed States Copyright Act? In the hope that 
Mr. Hughes will find time to look into the 
matter before leaving London, I have cabled 
the following to him, and quote it because 
it puts our case in a nutshell :— 

“William Morris Hughes, Australia House, 
London.—United States authors secure Aus- 
tralian copyright by merely selling a copy oi 
American edition in London. To obtain 
United States copyright, Australian authors 
must set up, print, and bind in United States. 
Pray inform Imperial authorities your inten- 
tion to introduce bill reciprocating United 
States manufacturing clause. No other course 


likely bring about settlement in our life- 
time.” 
Foreign authors were unable to secure 


copyright in the United States until 1891, and 
were glad to accept any sort of protection, 
however inequitable, against the American 
“pirate” publisher. At that time the United 
States had few authors worth the attention of 
the British “pirate” publisher; but it is very 
different now, as a glance around our book- 
shops will show. American books are every- 
where. Indeed, in 1891 the value of Ameri- 
literary property boré very much the same 
relation to the British that Australian liter- 
ary property now does to the American. 

The United States will never voluntarily re- 
move this injustice, and negotiation would 
not bring about a settlement in the lifetime 
of any living Australian author. But, if the 
Commonwealth Parliament passed an Act re- 
stricting United States authors’ copyright 
here in the way the United States restricts us 
there, a satisfactory settlement would prob- 
ably be arrived at within twelve months. At 
any rate, until Congress gave redress we 
should have the satisfaction of knowing that 
what’s sauce for the Australian goose is sauce 
for the American gander.
